• Public Synopsis 
On 10/28/00 at approximately 1130 hours, officers were dispatched to 
Northwest Texas Hospital reference a possible infant death. 
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Narrative 

At approximately 1130 hours on 10/28/00, I was dispatched to 
Northwest Texas Hospital to neet the ambulance reference a two-year 
old not breathing. At the time of the call, I was at 1-40 and 
Coulter and was passed by the ambulance as it approached the 
hospital. When I arrived, the ambulance had just pulled into the 
salley port in front of the emergency entrance. I was present when 
the ambulance doors opened and a small child was taken inside. I 
spoke with Troy Lightsey, supervisor with the AMS Ambulance Service. 
Lightsey indicated to me that he thought there was unusual bruising 
on the child's chest and neck area. Lightsey told me that the 
babysitter, a hispanic male later identified as Ernest Galvan Lopez, 
WM, , had told him that the child had had spider bites 

approximately a week prior and this might possibly be the cause of 
what they thinking were bruises. The babysitter, Ernest Lopez, 
ridden to the hospital in the ambulance. Lopez appeared to be 
extremely upset and was escorted to the family room by the Chaplain. 
A short time later, the Chaplain gave me Mr. Lopez's name. The child 
was identified as Isis Charm Vas, WF, 4/26/00. After speaking with 
Lightsey, it became clear that this situation needed to be 
investigated further. I obtained the names of the paramedics and 
fire department personnel on the scene. Personnel at the hospital 
were identified as the driver of the ambulance, Mike Langford, the 
ambulance technician, Brian Woodburn, and the supervisor, Troy 

•Lightsey. The Amarillo Fire Department personnel who came to the 
hospital in the ambulance with Isis Vas were Mike Faulkner and Kenny 
Kiker. Faulkner and Kiker are assigned to station 6 in the Amarillo 
Fire Department. Also, the Amarillo Fire Department personnel who 
were present at the residence at 608 South Highland were Lt. Joe 
Neely and Fireman Jeff Greenly. Lightsey provided me with the names 
of all the subjects involved, and I spoke briefly with the firemen 
and the other ambulance personnel. All the subjects indicated that 
they believed that there was possibly more to the situation than what 
had been told to them . I went to the phone to contact Sgt . Hudson to 
advise him of the situation. While I was waiting for Sgt. Hudson to 
. answer the phone, a nurse extited the treatment room and advised me 
that Dr. Lavy had requested that I take photographs of the injuries 
to the child. Lavy's opinion is there appeared to be injuries that 
might be consistent with abuse. I spoke with Sgt. Hudsn and advised 
him of the situation. Sgt. Hudson advised me that he would be en 
route to the hospital and I contacted dispatch to request another 
officer to the scene to assist. After I spoke with Hudson, Michele 
Gordam, an emergency room nurse working in the ER, came outside the 
treatment room and advised me that she believed we needed to contact 
the district attorney's office to request a criminal assault exam. 
Michele is a criminal assault nurse examiner. Michele felt from her 
initial observations that there were potentially signs of sexual 
assault on the baby. While awaiting Sgt. Hudson's arrival, I 
contacted Chuck Slaughter of the Potter County District Attorney's 
Office and explained the situation. Chuck Slaughter spoke briefly 
■P with Michele Gordam. Chuck Slaughter then authorized the exam for 
Isis Vas. Officers Taylor and Rhyne arrived at the hospital along 
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^fl^ with Sgt. Hudson. Officer Taylor went to the family room located in 
the waiting room to stay with Mr. Lopez . Officer Rhyne stayed in the 
treatment room. After Isis Vas had been stablized, Dr. Lavy came out 
of the treatment room and stated that he wished to speak with the 
babysitter, Ernest Lopez. Dr. Lavy requested that an officer come 
with him and his nurse when this occurred. I accompanied them to the 
family room where I waited just inside the door while Lavy spoke with 
Ernest Lopez . When we arrived at the family room. Officer Taylor was 
waitng outside. Officer Taylor told me that Ernest Lopez had made 
res gestae statement that he had shaken the baby when she was not 
breathing. Dr. Lavy asked Ernest Lopez what had occurred. Lopez 
gave a long detailed account of what had happened beginning several 
days prior. Ernest Lopez told Dr. Lavy that he did not know where 
the bruising came from and said that she had been having trouble 
breathig since the prevous day. Ernest Lopez did tell Dr. Lavy that 
he had shaken the baby in an attempt to wake it. Ernest Lopez 
explained that when he had found the baby not breathing, that he had 
began to perform CPR and gave a detailed explanation of what he had 
done and how he had tried to wake the child. Ernest Lopez told Dr. 
Lavy he did not know what might have caused the child's condition. 
Prior to Dr. Lavy completing his conversation with Ernest Lopez, Sgt. 
Hudson arrived and came into the family room. Sgt. Hudson arrived as 
Ernest Lopez began to explain what had occurred when he found the 
babynot .breathing. After exiting the family room, Sgt. Hudson and I 
briefly spoke with Dr. Lavy who advised us that the baby did appear 

•tohave been shaken and that the baby's retina were detached. Dr- 
Lavy said that he could not explain the bruises on the baby. I 
returned to the family room where I stayed with Ernest Lopez. During 
the time I was with Lopez, I did not discuss any details or ask him 
any questions. I did explain to Lopez that we were investigating 
this incident as we would any incident involving a child and 
requested that he give us consent to search his home. Lopez read and 
then signed the consent to search form saying that he understood and 
he had nothing to hide. I remained with Ernest Lopez until the 
arrival of Detective Moore. Detective Moore requested that I remain 
there while he spoke with Ernest Lopez. I was present when Detective 
Moore read Ernest Lopez his constitutioal rights warning. Ernest 
Lopez agreed to answer questions and the interview began, . Ernest 
Lopez told Sgt-. Moore a similar story to the story that he had told 
Dr. Lavy only with greater detail. In his verbal statement to 
Detective Moore, Lopez added a statement that the baby had fallen 
from the bed and was crying prior to being found unconscious and not 
breathing. Also in his verbal statement to Detective Moore, he went 
into detail about changing the baby's diaper and observing a small 
amount of blood in the folds of the baby. By folds, he explained 
that he was referring to the folds of skin on the baby's upper leg at 
the crotch and genital area . He explained to Detective Moore that he 
had wiped the blood and other matter away with his fingers. Ernest 
Lopez agreed to give a written statement to Detective Moore. Lopez 
indicated that he had not brought his glasses and would have 
difficulty writing. Detective Moore made preparations to write out 

•Ernest Lopez's statement for him. Prior to the beginning of the 
taking of the statement, De'Ann Lopez, WF, , came into the 

family room. De'Ann Lopez is Ernest Lopez's wife. De'Ann Lopez 
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remained with her husband as he gave his statement to Detective 
^^Moore. Following the completion of the written statement, Ernest 

Lopez read over the statement and signed it in front of Lt. Schwab. 
Ernest Lopez remained at the hospital with Detective Moore while I 
escorted De"Ann Lopez to the residence at 608 South Highland. I 
drove De'Ann Lopez to the residence and was followed by Sgt. Burgess. 

When we arrived at the residence, I assisted Sgt. Burgess in 
collecting the evidence at the scene. I remained at the scene until 
the CPS workers had arrived and determined what would occur with the 
children. While at the hospital, I collected from Michele Gordam a 
sexual assault exam kit . This kit contained five envelopes . The 
envelopes included a known blood sample, a known saliva sample, a 
debris collection envelope, vaginal swabs and anal swabs. I secured 
these items in the trunk of my locked patrol car until they were 
removed at the Amarillo Police Department and placed in the evidence 
room.

On Saturday, 
10/28/00, at 1159 hours, I arrived at Northwest Texas Hospital to 
assist Officer Harmon. Officer Harmon was investigator a sexual 
assault of a 6-month old white female. The white female was 
identified to me as Isis Vas, WF, dob 4/26/00. Isis Vas was brought 
to the emergency room of Northwest Texas Hospital by ambulance, 
because she was not breathing and did not have a heartbeat. There 
were indications and injuries which were suspicious to medcial 
personnel. While medical personnel looked at these injuries, they 
began to believe that Isis Vas had been sexually assaulted. Sgt. 
Hudson arrived at Northwest Texas Hospital and assigned me to go to 
the family room of the BR and locate Earnest Gal van Lopez, Jr., WM, 
dob . Lopez was taking care of Isis Vas for her mother who 

is only known to me as Dr. Vas as she is a medical doctor. I 
contacted Lopez and informed him I had been assigned to sit with him 
and keep him informed of what was going on with Isis Vas. I asked 
Lopez what had been going on as I did not have very many details as 
to what had happened to this point. Lopez informed me his wife and 
he take care of Isis Vas for her mother. Apparently, Dr. Vas has a 
very erratic schedule and leaves Isis with the Lopez family at odd 
and strange hours. Lopez informed me one night this past week, Dr. 
Vas had brought Isis Vas to their residence and they had observed 
several spider bites around Isis's face, neck and chest area.

Lopez stated that throughout the past week, Isis has appeared to have 
> problems breathing and had been given breathing treatments at the 
direction of Dr. Vas. According to Lopez, she has not been eating 
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d has had very odd stools in her diapers. According to Lopez, on 
Friday, 10/27/00, when he went to change her diaper, he described her 
feces as being very rank and sticky. Lopez stated he had to clean 
Isis off and felt sorry for her that she had feces still inside of 
her. Lopez did not indicate to me where he had cleaned the feces 
from. Lopez stated that shortly after his wife left to go shopping 
on Saturday, 10/28/00, he began to change Isis Vas again. After 
removing her diaper, Lopez left Isis undressed as he prepared her 
bath water. Lopez said he turned his attention away from Isis and 
began to clean off the area he was going to give her a bath at . When 
Lopez turned around to get Isis, he stated she appeared to be looking 
around at things, however, she did not appear to be breathing. Lopez 
said he did pick Isis up and discovered she was not breathing and he 
did not think she had a pulse. Lopez said he turned Isis over and 
began to pat her on the bottom. Lopez also said that he had gently 
slapped her face trying to get to wake up and come out the state she 
was in. Lopez stated he began to panic as he could not get any 
response from Isis and also began to shake her. After doing this, 
Lopez stated he did go to the children's room where laid Isis down on 
a bed and tried to begin CPR. Lopez then called 911 and AMS 
paramedics arrived and transported them to Northwest Texas Hospital . 
After speaking with Lopez, I told the medical personnel what he had 
told me about shaking the baby as wellv as the fact he had attempted 
to perform CPR. I felt this was important to the medical personnel 
as they were trying to medically treat Isis Vas for serious injuries. 
Shortly after speaking to Lopez, I was releived from watching him by 
Officer Harmon and the medical personnel who neeeded to speak with 
Mr. Lopez. At that time, I joined Officer Ryan in room B311 of the 
Pediatric Care ICU of Northwest Texas Hospital. Officer Ryan and I 
were preparing to take preliminary photographs of Isis. Sgt. Burgess 
arrived at the hospital and he took over the process of taking 
photographs. Neither Officer Ryan or I took photographs of Isis Vas. 
I did assist Sgt. Burgess in his photographs by holding clothing and 
blankets away from the child while he was taking photographs of her 
face. I also held the ruler during photographs used for 
measurements. At approximately 1330 hours, Sgt. Hudson relieved me 
from my post, and I left the hospital. I did also speak with Nurse 
Michell Gorday reference the sexual assault exam. At that time, 
Michelle Gorday informed me that she had moderate trauma to the 
vaginal area and minor trauma to the rectal area . I then spoke with 
the examining Dr. and obtained a condition report. At that time 
which was approximately 1315 hours, the doctor informed me he did not 
expect Isis Vas to survive the physical condition she was in. The 
doctor also informed that the mother wanted the child to be baptized 
prior to her passing away. At that time, I went to the emergency 
room area of the hospital where I contacted Sgt. Burgess, Sgt. Hudson 
and Lt. Smith. I did observe several bruises on the face of Isis Vas 
which were predominately above her eyebrows on her forehead.

On 11/1/100, I was given 
information from Lt. Smith, a Tony Lopez who, worked with Ernest, may 
have some information. I then called Hand Industrial and left a 
message for Tony to call me. On 11/1/00 at 12:21 am, Tony called me 
back, but I was unable to answer his call. ' I then returned his call 

to cell phone no. that he had given . • When I came in 

contact with Tommy, I told him I heard he had some information on 
Ernest Lopez and the death of the baby. Tommy first said he did not 
recall knowing anyhing, that his secretary knew more about what was 
going on. Tommy said then said he knows Ernest did not do that to 
that baby. Tommy then said the baby was sick and we should be 
looking at the mother. I then asked Tommy if he would come to the 
Special Crimes Office to give me an affidavit in reference the 
information that he has. Tommy said he would at anytime I needed 
him. He asked if I wanted to talk with the secretary also. I said 
for them both to come at whatever time is convenient for them. Tommy 
said anytime and a time of 2:30 pm was set. Tommy or the secretary 
didnot show up on this date. On 11/2/00, I met with AMS personnel 
that were at 608 South Highland. I received a report from Mike 
Langford. Also, Langford noted, besides his report, that when he 
arrived firemen were working on the victim. The covers were back 
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dfl^and the victim was naked and she was warm to the touch. He noted 
^Fsoraeone said last night that the victim's poop was black and sticky 
and at the current time, the victim was having rectum bleeding as the 
fireman was working. I also received a report from Brian Woodburn. 
In his report, he noted he saw poop on the butt and abrasion on the 
neck. I also receieved a report from the supervisor from AMS that 
responded to the call, a Troy Lightsey. See the paramedics' report 
for further details . I then went to the Central Fire Station and was 
able to come in contact with Fireman Lt. Neely. I asked him for the 
reorts from all the crew members who resonded to the call at 608 
South Highland. I later then received a call from Dean Roper. He 
said he would be representing Veronica Vas and he said Veronica was 
admitted into the Pavilion. He advised she was later removed from 
the Pavilion by her father and taken to Indiana where she will be 
admitted into the Pavilion in the state of Indiana. Mr. Roper also 
advised the funeral will be held in Indiana. I then contacted Hand 
Industrial . I asked for Tommy Lopez . The person on the phone asked 
who I was which I identified myself. I assumed he took my number to 
give to Tommy. I was advised by this person on the phone that his 
attorney, Ron Spriggs, advised I could not speak with any of his 
employees during work hours. He said I could submit any questions in 
writing. This person said I could talk to Tommy after work hours. 
He went on to say he has been getting a lot of phone calls and it has 
been wrecking his business. I advised this person I just wanted to 
know if Tommy wanted to still talk with me because he did not make 

• his appointment. I asked this person to give the message to Tommy.

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00-111411. Supplement: Sgt. Burgess #488. 11-6-00. At 1255 hours 
on Saturday afternoon of 10-28-00, I received a phone call from Lt. 
Smith. He informed me that paramedics had brought in a 6 month old 
baby in which the caller reported that the baby was not breathing. 
Lt. Smith instructed me to meet him in the ER at NWTH. I arrived at 
NWTH at 1306 hours. When I pulled into the ER parking lot and got 
out of my vehicle, I was approached by Lt. Smith, Officer 
Justin Taylor, and Sgt. Hudson". I was informed that at about 1100 
hours, the paramedics had received the 911 call from 608 S. Highland, 
in which the caller said the baby was not breathing. When the child 
arrived at NWTH unresponsive, an examination was conducted upon the 
child of which revealed injuries consistant with "Shaken baby 
syndrom". A rape examination was also performed on the child. 
The rape examination resulted in the discovery of evidence indicating 
sexual assault . Lt . Smith went on to say that the child was not 
expected to survive . Lt . Smith informed me that Sgt . Don Moore was 
talking to the babysitter and her husband at this time. Lt. Smith 
said that Sgt. Moore would continue to work the case while the child 
was alive but desired that I work the crime scene and evidence 
collection end of the investigation. He did inform be that he had Sgt. 
Haney standing by when the child was pronounced. He also told me that 

•mother had been contacted and was en route back to Texas . 
After receiving this briefing, I was then taken by Officer Taylor to 
where the child was. The location was the Neonatal intensive care 
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J^unit on the 3rd floor. When I arrived, I saw Officer Tammy Rhyne 
^9 standing outside the room labeled B311. In this room was the 

victim, Isis Vas, Dr. Levy, nurse Debbie Williams, nurse Carie Finley 
nurse Daniel Hancock, and respiratory therapist Chrissy Acker. 
At the time they were all working at some aspect of in the stabliza- 
tion and care of the child. I received information about the child 
and the incident involving the child from Officer Rhyne. I learned the 
child was Isis Chars Vas, WF, 6 months and 2 days, bor n on 4- 26-00. 
The mother of the child was Dr. Veronica Lvnn Vas, WF, , of 

| in Amarillo, Texas, home . The child, was kept 

by DeAnn Marie (Reed) Lopez, WF, ; and her husband. Earnest 
Galva Lopez, HM, ; both of 608 S. Highland. I learned that a 

911 call had been received at 1056 hours. Paramedics were dispatched 
at that same time to that location and had departed from the 
residence of 608 S. Highland with the child en route to NWTH at 1118 
hours. The ambulance arrived at NWTH with the child at 1128 hours. 
The child arrived unresponsive and had remained so since. 
At 1314 hours, I entered the room and was able to take a few photo- 
graphs of the child. I took photographs only of what I could see 
of the child as she laid on her back. She was partially covered in a 
blanket, and surrounded with medical tubes, and monitors. In addition 
the child's temperature was not stable and efforts were being made to 
stabalize her body temperature. However, I wa able to make the follow 
- ing observations . The child did have what appeared to be bruising 
to the front and right side of the forehead, chest, both sides of the 

•lower pelvic region and left arm. Upon viewing the child and while 
making notes, I learned again, that the mother had been notified and 
currently en route from Michigan. It was not clear as to why she was 
in Michigan. I had also learned from CPS caseworker, Katie Klaehn, 
of who the biological father of the child was. The father and the 
mother of the child were not married to each other, nor had they 
been. At 1335 hours, Nurse Michelle Gorday, arrived to give me 2 
rolls of Kodak Gold 200 speed 12 exposure film. The film contained 
pictures she had taken during the rape examination of Isis Vas. 
Nurse Gorday told me that from her examination she observed severe to 
moderate trauma to the vaginal area and minor or minimal trauma to the 
anal area. She said that her report would be forthcoming upon receiv- 
ing & reviewing her photographs and notes of the examination. 
Upon speaking with and receiving the film from Nurse Gorday, I then 
left for the family room downstairs in the ER. In the room were, a 

white female, an hispanic male, Sgt. Don Moore, Lt. Schwab, and 
Officer Harmon. The white female and hispanic male were identified 
as Earnest and DeAnn Lopez, babysitters of Isis Vas. 
I could see that Mr. Lopez was either completing a written statement 
or initialing a statement taken by Sgt. Moore. I then called Officer 
Harmon out of the room. I asked Officer Harmon what had been 
reported thus far. Officer Harmon informed me that the wife had gone 
to the store and while she was gone, the husband had called 911. 
Officer Harmon told me the story the husband was giving was 
inconsistant and not believable. Officer Harmon went on to say that 
it was obvious that he was not telling the whole truth about the 

• incident. After speaking with Officer Harmon, I went out to my car 
and shortly returned to the family room and entered in. At this 
time, there was only Sgt. Moore, Lt. Schwab, and Mr. and Mrs. Lopez. 
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•Mr. Lopez was initialing some areas on his statement that he had 
given. After Sgt. Moore had given back Mr. Lopez's statement to 
read, I asked Sgt . Moore to step outside . I asked Sgt . Moore how he 
felt about Mr. Lopez's statement. Sgt. Moore said Mr. Lopez was 
holding back and not telling all or much of the truth about what 
really took place. I asked Sgt. Moore if he thought that Mr. Lopez 
would be more apt to tell the truth if his wife was not in the room. 
Sgt. Moore said he thought that Mr. Lopez would be more apt to tell 
the truth, out ot the presence of his wife, because he could then save 
her from the embarressment and hurt of hearing the truth. 
I then suggested to Sgt. Moore that since we already had a consent to 
search the residence from Mr. Lopez, that I wold have Mrs. Lopez take 
me to the house to photograph it and collect items relevant to the 
investigation. Sgt. Moore agreed. We went back into the room and 
suggested to them that Sgt. Moore had some additional questions for 
Mr. Lopez, that Mrs. Lopez escort me to the residence to take photo- 
graphs and collect whatever I might find that would be required to aid 
in finding out what happen to Isis. Since Mrs. Lopez did not have a 
car (theirs had received a flat tire while travelling to the hospital) 
I offered transportation for Mrs. Lopez to the house and for her 
return to the hospital with Officer Harmon. They agreed and Mrs. Lopez 
was transported to her home. 

At 1440 hours, we arrived at 608 S. Highland. The residence was found 
to be a wood framed single family dwelling, facing the east, and 
having three bedrooms, a single bath, kitchen, living room, and a 
laundry room off of the living room. When we entered the home, there 

• were 4 children and an adult female. The adult female was holding a 
small infant - later identified as Mrs. Lopez child Sienna. The other 
children were, a boy named Cody, 5 years of age; another boy, named 

Alex, 3 years of age; and a girl, Emily, 3 years of age. 

The adult female was identified as Rosa Lopez, of | 

home . She is the mother of DeAnn's husband, Earnest Lopez. 

I first began taking photographs of the bedrooms. They located in the 
northeast, northwest, and southwest of the house. The northeast bed- 
room was where the crib was located, the northeast bedroom was the 
master bedroom, and the southwest was the older child's bedroom. 
During the taking of photos, I spoke with DeAnn. I asked her about 
this morning's incident. She told me she had left Earnest with Alex, 
Emily, Cody, and Isis. She had left for the store to obtain some 
items for the kids. She left at 10:15 hours and had taken with her, 
her 5 month old daughter, Sienna and another chid she keeps, who was 5 
years old. Mrs. Lopez said when she had returned home, Isis had 
already been transported to the hospital. She said she 
was told by her husband that he had fed Isis changed her diaper and 
laid her down in the crib. He then checked on the other kids and 
returned to the crib where he found Isis not Isis not breathing. Mrs. 
Lopez went on to say that her husband told her that he shook Isis and 
received no respone. According to Mrs. Lopez, he called Dr. Carmen 
Werner (of 1600 S. Coulter Suite #E701, phone 468-4350), Isis's 
pediatrician. Mrs. Lopez said that her husband told her that Dr. 
Werner instructed him to call 911. Mrs. Lopez said that when she left 

• this morning, her husband Earnest was lying down on the couch with 
Isis laying on the floor. Isis was laying on the floor wrapped up in 
a sleeping bag beside the couch. Mrs. Lopez indicated that Isis 
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•was otfen laid down on the floor atop the sleeping bag next to the 
couch. Mrs. Lopez took me to the southeast bedroom — which is the 
master bedroom- -and showed me the sleeping bag. It had been gathered 
up from the floor and placed on the foot of the bed . I told Mrs . 
Lopez that I would need to collect the sleeping bag. She said this 
would be all right. I asked Mrs. Lopez if Isis slept anywhere else. 
Mrs. Lopez said the child did sleep in the crib in the other bedroom 
and sometimes with her and Mr. Lopez in their bed. Mrs. Lopez showed 
me the crib in the northeast bedroom. In this crib was a blue and 
white colored baby quilt having a large blue bear printed at the 
center of it. Mrs. Lopez said the quilt remained in the crib and Isis 
usually slept in the crib. In the crib was also a pink colored 
jumper. Mrs. Lopez said the pink jumper was her daughter's, Sienna's, 
outfit, but like other clothing belonging to Sienna, she dressed Isis 
in the clothing belonging to Sienna. Mrs. Lopez said the jumper was 
what Isis was wearing this morning when she had left for the store . 
She told me that her husband told her that he had removed it from Isis 
After gathering the sleeping bag, the quilt, and the jumper, I inquir 
-ed of Mrs. Lopez about soiled diapers remaining from the changing 
Isis. She took me into the kitchen where she took from the top of the 
trash, a blue Walmart plastic bag. She said that it contained a soiled 
diaper from Isis. She said her husband took the diaper off of Isis 
and placed it in the plastic bag this morning. After pulling this 
from the trash, she then dug out from underneath, a couple of 
additional diapers. She looked at them and said these were from her 

• daughter. She determined this by noting their size and by opening up 
the diapers and looking at the soiled contents. I then dug further 
into the trash and pulled out another diaper. Mrs. Lopez looked at it 
and said the diaper looked like Isis. She opened it and said that 
it was a diaper taken off of Isis the previous night . She remembered 
how the diaper had been soiled. I then dug deeper down into the trash 
and retrieved another diaper. Mrs. Lopez said this diaper was 
another of her daughter's. All 5 diapers were collected by me and 
placed into brown paper sacks. Upon collecting the diapers, I then 
inquired of Mrs. Lopez of any medication that might have been given to 
Isis. Mrs. Lopez said Isis had a little congestion and was given some 
medicine. Mrs. Lopez was strong in relaying the fact that no 
medication was ever given to Isis without her mother knowing or 
approving of the dispensing of the medicaiton to Isis . The medication 
shown to be have been given by Mrs. Lopez was the following: One, 15ml 
(Infant's) MOTRIN concentrated drops IBUPROFEN ORAL SUSPENSION; 50mg/ 
1.25; Two, 15ml bottle (PEDICARE INFANT'S DROPS) decongestant plus 
cough; Three, 30 ml bottle (CHILDREN'S ADVIL) IBUPROFEN ORAL 
SUSPENSION 100mg/5ml; Three, a bottle of ALBUTEROL SULFATE USP inhal- 
er soulution 5% 5mg/ml; Four, a prescription bottle for Sienna Lopez, 
of CEPHALEX 125mg, 100ml #100 dose, 5ml twice daily, and a plastic 
cone shaped medicine measuring dispenser with a screw on cap. 
Mrs. Lopez said Isis received a dosage of Siennna's medication on the 
belief of she - Mrs. Lopez - and Isis' mother that Isis had an ear 
infection. I informed Mrs. Lopez that I would need to take the 
medication for possible tests that might be required in determining 

• the illness of Isis. She was in agreement and allowed me to take 
them. At this time, she also made me aware that Isis had a difficult 
time of breathing and that they would at times connect a nebulizer- -a 
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•breathing device --to Isis. The device was actually obtained for her 
daughter, but Isis would utilize it at times. This machine Mrs. Lopez 
said her daughter no longer uses the device, so she allowed me to take 
the item. I then spoke to Mrs. Rosa Lopez, DeAnn's mother-in-law. 
I asked Mrs. Rosa Lopez if she was present when her son, Earnest 
called 911. Mrs. Rosa Lopez stated she was not. She stated she was 
in her house when she first heard the sirens . She thought to herself 
they seemed to be getting louder, indicating they were coming her 
way. When they were so loud, she looked out and saw the ambulance 
stopped out in front of her residence (it should be noted that her 
residence is directly across from the residence of her son and 
daughter in law's home.) When she left her house to go over to her 
son's house, the paramedics were exiting with Isis. Mrs. Rosa Lopez 
said she looked at the baby as they were carrying it out and saw the 
baby was all white. She addid by saying that she knew nothing more 
about the condition of the baby. I asked Mrs . Rosa Lopez if her son 
had told her about what had happened. Mrs. Rosa Lopez said that her 
son told her that the baby had just stopped breathing. He told her he 
laid her in the crib after feeding her, checked on the other kids, 
and then went back to check on her. When he did, he discovered she 
was not breathing. He told her he called Dr. Werner and told her 
about the baby and he then called 911. Mrs. Earnest Lopez told me 
that after Earnest called 911, Earnest called Isis' mother, Veronica. 

Mrs. Earnest Lopez also told me that Veronica had called earlier in 
the morning to check on the kids . On the caller ID was a call numbered 

• 46. The call indentified the caller as Veronica L. Vas. It showed a 
number being | , and showed the date as being 10-28-00 at 

1110 hours . As I was drawing near to completing my tasks and prepar 
-ing to leave the residence, other people began to arrive at the 
house. The first were DeAnn's sister followed by one of two CPS 
workers. The first of the two CPS workers was Katie Klaehn. 
Following her was the mother of one of the children being kept by 
DeAnn. The next person to arrive was Officer Ponder and the 2nd CPS 
worker. At this time, I was informed that not only were DeAnn's child 
-ren were going to be placed in the care of CPS, but also the other 2 
children of Veronica Vas. As I was loading the items I had 
collected, I was asked by Mrs. Rosa Lopez if it was true that her son, 
Earnest, had been arrested. I asked her where she had heard this. 
She said she had just received a phone call from her other son who 
had told her this. I told Mrs. Rosa Lopez that I was not aware of 
such, but I would make a call to confirm if what she had heard was 
true. I then went out to my car and made a call to the dispatcher. 
They were unable to contact Sgt. Don Moore or Lt. Schwab, but the 
dispatcher was ble to obtain the information that in fact Earnest 
Lopez had been arrested and was now being processed, being 
transported from NWTH to the Potter County Correctional facility. 
The dispatchers stated that after they had made contact with the 
officer making the transport, that Mr. Lopez was going to be charged 
with injury to a child. I returned to the inside of the residence 
where I informed Mrs. Rosa Lopez that what she heard was true. Her 
reply was that her son would not hurt that child because her son 

• treated that child like one of his own. Shortly after reporting this 
information to Mrs. Lopez about her son, her husband and another young 
man arrived at the residence. I then informed Officers Ponder and 
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•Harmon that I was leaving and returning to the hospital. On my way 
back to the hospital, I stopped at my office and secured the items I 
had collected from 608 S. Highland. It should be noted that when 1 
left, CPS was attempting to get approval to have DeAnn's children 
placed in the care of DeAnn's sister instead of a foster home. Upon 
securing the items collected from 608 S. Highland in my office, I 
returned to NWTH. I waited there for the arrival of Isis' mother, 
Veronica Vas. At 1704 hours. Dr. Vas arrived. She was accompanied by 
a white male later identified as Dr. Steve Thomas Gerstler, WM, 30, 

| , of Milford, Michigan, home 248-| , work 313 -| |, 

(Henry Ford Hospital) . In the room at the time of the arrival of Dr. 
Vas were Nurse Debbie Williams, respiratory therapist Chrissy Acker, 
and Dr. Levy. After being briefly informed by Dr. Levy, Dr. Vas 
uncovered and looked upon her child. The time was noted as being 1715 
hours. At 1725 hours. Dr. Levy stepped out of the room and came to 
inform me about what Dr. Vas had said about the bruises upon Isis. 
Dr. Levy reported that Dr. Vas had reported the bruises on the head 
were not present when she left her child. As for the bruises around 
her neck, she was aware of their presence, but did not know what had 
caused thera or exactly what they were. As for those located in the 
lower pelvic area, Dr. Vas told Dr. Levy she does not know it there 
were there or not and she did change the diaper of Isis during the 
last day before leaving. At about 1745 hours, I went into the room 
and introduced myself to Dr. Vas. I informed her that at this time 
an investigation was being conducted by 2 different units and at this 
time, Sgt. Moore was the lead investigator and he would remain so as 

• long as her child was alive. I informed her that I did not know 
whether Sgt. Moore would talk to her later in the day or sometime 
tomorrow. I also informed Dr. Vas that I was there to take photos 
the injuries to her child. After explaining this to her, I began to 
photograph Isis. The areas upon Isis which exhibited bruising were 
her forehead, right temple, neck, right leg, back, and buttocks. Dr. 
Vas was present during the taking of these photos. I only 
photographed the areas that allowed me to do so without disturbing or 
disrupting many of the tubes and monitoring devices that were 
attached to the child. Upon completion of taking the photos I was 
then informed by Dr. Levy that the possibility of Isis surviving was 
extremely low. He told me they were going to see how the child did 
through the night and then evaluate the situation tomorrow. On 
Sunday morning of 10-29-00, at 0920 hours, I had gone to the hospital 
to inquire about the condition of the child. I was informed by the 
charge nurse that a test was schduled later this morning to determine 
if blood was flowing to the brain. If the test indicated there was 
no blood flowing to the child's brain, it would most likely be that 
the child would be pronouced clinically dead. Since it was unkown at 
the time when the test was to be performed, I left leaving 
instructions to the nurse to contact Lt. Smith and me if the child 
was pronounced clinically dead. At 1130 hours, I received a page to 
contact the police dispatcher. When I made contact, I was instructed 
to meet Lt . Smith at NWTH as the child had been pronounced dead. I 
arrived at NWTH Neo -Natal ICU unit at 1145 hours. Once there, I was 

• informed the child was pronounced dead at 1045 hours by Dr. Levy. 
However, the child remained on life support as there were plans to 
possibly harvesting the organs from the child, as this was a request 
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•from the mother, Dr. Vas. Shortly after my arrival, Judge Dysart and 
Lt. Smith arrived. After Dr. Ledy and Judge Dysart consulted with 
each other and after consulting with a medical examiner from the 
medical examiner's office in Dallas, the decision was made in 
permitting the harvest of the liver from Isis. The person 
coordinating the harvest for Life Gift personnel, Jody Patterson, and 
Lemicha Ellis. I was told the harvesting of the organ would take 
place later in the evening after some extensive tests were performed 
to determine the grade of liver. At 1415 hours, Isis' mother, Dr. 
Vas arrived to be with her child. It was at this time that she was 
informed that the Special Crimes Unit would be taking over the 
investigation. She was told a suspect was in custody and at this 
time was charged with injury to a child. She was further informed 
the child would be taken to Dallas for an autopsy. She was also told 
that Sgt. Haney would take over the investigation for Sgt. Moore, and 
Sgt. Haney would want to talk to her within the next day or two. At 
about 1500 hours, I had received from Dorothy Webb, a NWTH 
pathologist, 4 vials of blood; 2 of which were blood serum and 2 of 
whole blood. The 2 blood vials that were identified as whole blood 
were in a red top vial and a purple top vial. The 2 identified as 
blood serum were received, but turned over to Lamicha Ellis, of Life 
Gift, office #1-806-798-5568, pager #806-767-8788. These were turned 
over to her in order test could be performed on the serum to determine 
liver's grade of quality for harvest. It should also be noted that 
these blood samples were identified as being drawn from Isis upon her 

• admittance into NWTH and prior to any introduction of additional 
blood. The vials were labeled with the name of Isis Vas, with the 
numbers 57722001 and dated 10-28-00. At 0300 hours on 10-30-00, I 
returned to NWTH as the harvesting of the liver was to be performed 
at 0400 hours. At 0315 hours, the child was transported to the 
surgery room. The child was prepped and the staff stood by and 
waited for the arrival of the harvest team which was to arrive from 
Los Angeles. At 0414 hours, the team from Los Angeles had arrived. 
The team consisted of Dr. Hasau Yersiz, Dr. Sunil Geevarghese, and 
nurse Merry Gregor; all employed by the UCLA Medical Center Hospital 
(office 310-825-6068, 310-206-4435). At 0427 hours, the first incision 
was made into the child and the harvesting of the livex began. The 
harvest was completed at 0540 hours with the removal of the liver and 
spleen. According to Dr. Yersiz, the liver and spleen were healthy 
in appearance. He further informed me there were no signs of injury 
to any of the other organs or of the chest cavity itself. At 0700 
hours of this same Monday morning, 10-30-00, Sgt. Audy Jones and I 
departed from Amarillo and travelled to the Southwest Institute of 
Forensic Science in Dallas, Texas. The body of Isis Vas was 
transported to Dallas at the same time by Charles Seymour of A to D 
Transport. Our arrial in Dallas was not in time for an 
autopsy to be performed by the medical examiner that day. At 0805 
hours, of 10-31-00, the autopsy of Isis Charm Vas began. The autopsy 
was given the medical examiner's ID number of JP-3854. The autopsy 
was performed by Dr. Jodie McClain. She was assisted by forensic 
technician, Alvin Stewart. The autopsy consisted of an initial 

• external examination which included the taking of x-rays, measuring, 
and weighing the body. Her head measured 42.5cm in diameter, the 
chest measured 40cm in diameter, her foot measured 7cm in length, and 
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•the length of her body from head to foot measured 56cm. The weight of 
the body was measured to be 12 lbs. The child was found to have 
contussions on and about the forehead, temple, neck, chest, lower 
pelvic region, thigh area of both legs, and on on the back. Pound on 
the base of the back of the head was a red oval shaped area. This 
was described as abraided contused area. External examination also 
indued examination of the vaginal and anal areas of the child. The 
examination revealed extensive trauma to the vaginal area. The anal 
area revealed minor, but none the less, trauma. An internal 
examination followed with the opening of the chest and skull 
cavities. The chest cavity had no signs of trauma other than that 
which occurred during the harvesting of the liver and the spleen. 
The examination of the skull showed extensive trauma to the brain.

In August 1999 1 was working at the Hagy Learning Center in Medi Park where I met 
Veronica Vas when she brought her two children, Emily and Alexis to the center. I was looking 
for a new job and Veronica said she was looking for a nanny for her 2 children. I began to work 
for Veronica around September of that year. I babysat Emily and Alexis in Veronica's home at 

, Amarillo. I was supposed to work Monday through Friday from 5:00 a.m. to 7:00 

p.m., but the hours varied from day to day. 

When Isis was born April 26, 2000, Veronica brought her home about three days later. 
Veronica had to leave to run some errands and came back later that day. Isis' father, Dr. Bobby 
Miller, came around once or twice after her birth. But he didn't come to see Isis, he came to see 
Veronica. I never saw Bobby hold or care for Isis in any way. I only saw one other person come 
to Veronica's house while I was there. That was a high school friend named Bill, who is a police 
officer in Indiana.

On Monday, October 23, 2000, my daughter, Isis, woke up after sleeping at our home and 
I observed what appeared to be mosquito or spider bites over the left side of her forehead. I 
noticed 8 red spots that spread around the left side of her forehead with a couple of them in the 
hair line area. These spots filled with pus then began to dry out. I also noticed that Isis would 
sometimes rub her head back and forth as if the spots were itching. The spots began to heal and 
I noticed on Tuesday that they were better. 

I was off work on Wednesday and went to Ernie and Deanne Lopez's house with my 
children, Alexis, Emily and Isis. I had to be at work at 8:00 a.m. on Thursday and had to leave 
an hour earlier to make the drive to Dumas. My children and I spent the night at Deanne's house 
so I wouldn't have to get them up so early. I slept with Alexis and Emily, Isis slept with Ernie 
and Deanne slept with her children. The children were still asleep when I left for work. I got off 
work at 7:00 p.m. Thursday evening and got to Deanne's house at about 8:00 p.m. 

I saw a small bruise on Isis' right shoulder and a red place on the left side of her neck. I 
asked Ernie and Deanne what caused the marks. Ernie left the room and Deanne followed him. 
She came back a short time later and told me the car seat may have caused the marks. I was 
unsure about this because Isis normally would have a shirt on. I thought the red mark on her 
neck could have been a yeast infection caused by formula spilling on her while feeding. 

We ordered pizza and later went to bed. Emily and Alexis slept on the floor next to me 
and Isis slept on the couch next to us. At 3 :00 a.m. on Friday, Emily woke up and she felt hot. I 
gave her some Motrin and Emily went back to sleep. I got up at 4:00 a.m. I knew that Deanne 
didn't have any groceries for the weekend so I went to Albertson's and bought some groceries so 
Deanne wouldn't have to get out with all the children. After I bought the groceries I went to my

Ernie said that kids do get sick sometimes and 
they would be fine. At 5:45 p.m. I left for the airport because my flight was at 6: 1 8 p.m. I called 
Deanne from the airport and she told me everything was alright. 

Saturday morning I called at about 9:30 a.m. and talked with Deanne who again told me 
everything was alright. She said she was going to take Nicky and Sienna to get some shoes. 
About 30 minutes later, Ernie called and said he had gone in to check on Isis while she was 
taking her nap. He said he had tried CPR and the paramedics were there working on Isis. I went 
back home. 

I have known Deanne and Ernie for about 3 years from when I had delivered their son, 
Cody. I started becoming friends with Deanne when I began to see her for their second baby. I 
started seeing Deanne about 20 weeks before May 14 th , which was the time Deanne gave birth to 
their second baby. I had taken care of Deanne's children and she would take care of mine. 
Deanne watched my children 4 or 5 times after I went to work at the Moore County Hospital on 
August 5, 2000.

Since 
she rented from my mother and we were neighbors, we became friends. From time to time I 
would babysit for Veronica. Before I moved, I used to keep Alex and Emily for Veronica. Alex 
is three and Emily just turned two years old. Isis, Veronicas' youngest daughter was born around 
the 20 th of April this year. I had moved from 9 th Street on March 1 7 th of this year. Since I have 
moved, Veronica and I have remained friends and in contact with one another. I have continued 
to keep her children for her two or three weekends a month. The last time that I babysat for 
Veronica was on October 6 th of this year. Ernie and Deanna Lopez had brought Isis to me at my 
work place. This would have been at approx. 3: 15p.m. or so. I know the Lopez through 
Veronica as Veronica had been the physician that delivered their two children. The Lopez 
children are Cody and Sienna. Cody is a three year old boy and Sienna is a five month old girl. I 
know that the Lopez kept Veronica's kids during the week when Veronica worked. I would say 
they easily kept the kids four days a week. When the Lopez dropped off Isis at my work place, I 
noticed that Isis seemed unresponsive and listless. They left before I had noticed anything 
strange about Isis. I do remember that Ernie said that Isis had been very fussy and that she hadn't 
felt well the last several days. They left Isis in a car seat and I was going to pick her up to show 
he off at my office. I noticed that when I went to pick Isis up, Isis cried as if her right side hurt 
her.

Isis acted as though her back on her right side hurt. I took her home about 3:30p.m. and got 
home a little after 4:00p.m. When I took her out of the car seat at home, Isis cried as though she 
was hurt again. I got her inside and then checked to see if she was hurt. I took her shirt off to see 
if she was bruised or had something wrong with her. I mover her arm around and it didn't seem 
like her arm was hurt. I could not detect anything wrong except that when she was picked up, 
she did cry. I noticed that all night, Isis did not want to eat and she seemed to be dazed or 
drugged. I remember that she slept off and on most of the evening. Also strange about Isis was 
that she would not move her right arm. If I moved it for her it didn't seem to hurt her. I thought 
that was strange because Isis was at a stage in her development to where she liked to move her 
arms and watch her hands. On this occasion I wound up keeping Isis until Monday morning. On 
Friday and Saturday, I remember that anytime I would change her diaper, Isis would stiffen her 
legs and scream. She would do that the entire time I was changing her diaper. I had never seen 
Isis do that before. By Sunday, it seemed that Isis was back to normal. She was again playful and 
responsive to my voice. My daughter Lynzi, who is eight, was able to play with Isis as Isis 
seemed happy and content. I do not remember seeing any sort of visible injuries to Isis while I 
had her. I had talked to Veronica on Saturday and Sunday about my observations. I have 
mentioned to Veronica several times that I did not feel her kids were safe with the Lopez. I don't 
know why but I just never had a very good feeling about the kids being there. The Lopez are 
young and I thought that they had to many kids to keep track of for so long. My mother wound 
up taking Isis to Veronica on Monday the 9 th . That was the last time I saw her. 
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
